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BEWARE OF "HOHENZQLLERNS 


Louis Marshall Weens Against 
Trusting: Those Convicted of 
Hypocrisy and Trickery.

These. comments on the: German note 
were made last night by prominent men 
of this city: 

George W. Wickersham: ‘*It should 
not be assumed that President Wilson's 
note of “inquiry to the firat peace over- 
ture. of the German Chancellor com- 
mitted him to an acceptance of its pro- 
posal, The German note invoked the 
President's good offices: in. securing an 
armistice as a prelude to a final peace 
agreement. The language used was 
somewhat ambiguous. The President 
asked that its exact meaning be made 
clear. He added that he would not feel 


at liberty to suggest an armistice to our be 


allies so long as the Teuton armies 


were on their soil, . and finally he in-\| guised 


quired whether the Chancellor was 
speaking merely for the authorities of 
the. empire who had so far conducted 


the war. 

* The last question was the most signi- 
ficant, for the President frequently has 
declared in substance what he stated on 
the 2th day of last month, ‘ We are all 
agreed that there can be no. peace ob- 
tained by any kind of bargain or com- 
promise’ with the Governments of the 
Central. Empires. They. have convinced 
us that they are without honor and that 
they do not intend justice ‘e cannot 
come Ry sposatble. with them. ey have 
e it im 
83 the new Chancellor, who was 
appointed preciasly as were all his prede- 
cessorg, by the German Empeor, avoid 
this inclusion when he’ answers the Presi- 
dent’s inquiry by saying that the pro- 
posal. had the approval of a majority of 
the Reichstag and that it was made in 
the name of the German Government 
and the German people? This Govern- 
ment is the same as that referred to.in 
the President’s Sept. address, al- 
though a new individual by imperial se- 
lection is its mouthpiece. It represents 
the German people, exactly as did its 
predecessor, by acquiescence, not choice. 

“The latest note declares that the 
Gérman Government has~ accepted the 
‘terms’ laid down by President Wilson 
in his address of Jan. 8 last and in his 
subsequent addresses.on the foundation 
of.a permanent peace of justice. But, 
* as this is the same German Government, 
under the same Emperor, controlled by 
the same military autocracy as that 
which convinced us ‘ that they are with- 
out honor and do not intend justice,’ of 
what value is its declaration that it has 
accepted the President’s formulae? 

"The value of the note would seem 
to: be that it furnishes the President 
with an opportunity to state with the 
hearty concurrence of our allies that no 
‘negotiations of any kind be 
with the Hohenzollerns 
fors discussing the basis of an armistice 
or the ensuing peace, the Bmperor and 
his family must abdicate and the destiny 
of Germany be intrusted to other hands.

Twelve New Feod Rules.

‘The 
greatest values, after all, are the 
moral values. They only endure. 
One of the most eminent of Amer- 
icans, who served in the Santiago 
campaign, declared that he would 
rather have the Medal of Honor than 
be promoted to the grade of General. 
There would be plenty of Generals but 
few awards of the American Victoria 
Cross. Rank does not make much of 
an impression upon our Cemocratic 
people, but to be pointed out as one 
of the bravest of the brave in the 
Great. War, that is a real distinction 
stamping one a8 a Man among nien. 

Thirty awards of the Distinguished 
Service Cross to officers and men sery- 
ing in France have just been an- 
nounced in ‘Washington. In the list 
are five commissioned officers, one 
Captain and four Lieutenants; eight 
sergeants, three corporals, and four- 
teen privates. ‘One of the heroes was 
from Argentina, a machine gunner; 
the others came from all parts of the 
United: States. Some of the names 
are familiar to those who talk of the 
old American stock and count on it 
for glorious performance in tae field: 
other names come out of the Melting 
Pot. Let us begin with one, Tonx 
TREKAUSKA, sergeant in Company EB, 
16th Infantry, hailing from Cincin- 
nati. Near Soissons on July 18, that 
‘memorable day when Marshal Focn 
began his counteroffensive, Sergeant 
TREKAUSKA ‘‘ voluntarily and single- 
p** handed captured a machine gun- 
“and killed the crew.’’ Let us not 
overlook the man from Argentina, 
who must have fought for an ideal 
with his brothers of the North: 
Private ANTONIO ATELIER (Buenos 
Aires) on July 19, near Vierzy,:"‘ left 
‘‘ the safety of the trenches, advanced 
‘* nearly 100 yards in the open under 
‘heavy artillery fire, and carried

tral city, Austrie’s proposal for a peace 
congress at The Hague is not appropri- 
ate, for several reasons. Any such pro- 
posal will..be premature ‘until our 
-enemies have surrendered uncondition- 
ally. When they have surrendered it 
would be unsuitable that neutrals should 
have anything to do with the settlement 
of a moral question upon which they 
have not taken sides. This is a holy 
war, and those who have not been in it, 
or forsit, have, in effect, been against 
it,,and-are disqualified for association 
with the finishing of it, . 
Neutrals being thus disqualified for 
sharing in the ceremonies of victory, 
the ratifications of peace will, doubtless, 
be-exchanged on the territory of either 
the victor or the vanquished. . France 
has filed a pious wish that the peace 
settlement shall be made at Versailles, 
where France was humbled in 1871, and 
militarism and the Germany of our times 
were founded together. That claim is 
undeniable, and yet there is another 
equally attractive. Germany has been 
allowed-to think that the Rhine could be 
crossed only in one direction, as it has 
been since the time of Junius Cazsar. 
This time the Rhine must be crossed in 
the reverse direction. The ratifications 
.of peace. should” be exchanged where it 
would make the deepest impréssion upon 
both Germany and the Germans. Can it 
be doubted -that there is fitness in the 
signing of peace on the soil of the van- 
quished, in the manner of 1871, and 
preferably in Berlin? Germany may be 
left to make her choice whether the 
Allies shall blast their way there or 
make a peaceful march by extorted per- 
mission. But, one way or another, the 
notion that German soil is. any more 
sacred than, Belgium's or France's or 
any_other nation’s should be ended for- 
ever—and how bétter than by a peace of 
Berlin?

*whether or not the canal is completed 
is futile. There are all degrees of com- 
pletion, and maay railways carry freight 
for years while construction is proceed- 
ing. There is no doubt that construc- 
tion of that sort must proceed on the 
canal for a long time.. The strongest 
testimony that the canal is unfinished 
is given by Dock Commissioner HULBERT, 
who has passed through the canal in a 
tug drawing seven feet, and hit bottom: 
several times. Seven feet will not ac- 
commodate barges of the tonnage for 
which it was designed, and it must be 
admitted that the canal will not be com- 
pleted until large vessels can pass. 

But the canal has keen under con- 
struction for many years and by various 
Parties, and no one can be held re- 
sponsible in particular. If the canal has 
been backward for a long time war con- 
ditions have made it difficult to make 
up lost. time, and have also supplied a 
question better worth considering than 
the completion of. the canal. If a tug 
of -seven feet draft can pass, so can 
cargo vessels of that draft. War busi- 
ness has overloaded the railways and 
has created a pressure of tonnage which 
will never be-equaled again, and has 
not been equaled before. Why, then, is 
there Shot use made of the canal for 
vessels which can pass as well as the 
Commissioner's tug? A differential has 
been allowed to attract business, and 
the canal is under the administration of 
those not concerned ‘with partisan dis-

“TI have rediscoverta my country, 
after A cage absent from it @ae year,’ 
the Rev. Dr: Joseph Fort Newton, 
pastor of the City Temple, London, just 
before —* for England. Although 
the left Cedar Rapids, Iowa, to assume 
‘pastorate of. what is doubtless the 
largest Protestant church in the world, 
his friends say it would not be easy to 
find a more patriotic and enthusiastic 
American. 

Before returning to England Dr. New- 
toh preached at both the morning and 
afternoon services in the Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, recently vacated 
by the Rev. Dr. John P. Jowett, who is 
now pastor of the Westminster Church, 
London, situated in the vicinity of the 
famous Abbey. 

Dr. Newton left England on Aug. 23, 
bringing his family with him and Jeav- 
ing them in this country until after the 
war. Dr. Newton himself ‘was born in 
‘Texas, where his mother is now living. 

While here he traveled extensively, go- 
ing as far south as Texas and as far 
‘West as Omaha. He preached and spoke 
in Missouri, Kentucky, Iowa, and Ne- 
braska. 

“TY was very greatly impressed,’’ he 
gaid just before he left this country, 
**by the wonderful change that has 
taken place in one short year. It seems 
fo me that the United States has been 
completely transformed in that time. I 
talked with many pevple during my 
travels through several States. Every- 
where I found them a unit in support 
af President Wilson and the most vigor- 
quis prosecution of the war to-the in- 
jaAtable end, which: must be a complete 
Wictory over the Potsdam gang and all 
it represents. 


No Negotiated Peace Talk. 


| “There is no talk anywhere of a 

without victory, and anything 
in the nature of a negotiated peace will 
be far from satisfactory to the Ameri- 
@an people as I have come in touch 
with them during the last few weeks. 
And I am strongly of the opinion that 
the crisis will not be passed when the 
Allies have won the military victory 
which cannot now be long delayed. 
Then, in fact, we will have just reached 
the crisis. ‘ne diplomatic negotiations 
which will follow will be the supreme 
test. 

“Ih my opinion, and in that of many 
other level-headed judges who have seen 
things as they are, both at the front 
‘over there’ and in this country, only 
five nations should sit at the council 
table at which the destiny of Germany 
‘will be decided. It goes without sayin 
that —* are France, Great Britain, 
Belgium, and the United States. 

“ 'The 7 "htthernse and reach th 
conclusions and then, as I most sindoraly. 
hope and believe, Germany will be told 
emphatically the terms she must ac- 
cept. There is no reason why any neu- 
tral country should be represented at 
the most important international council 
ever held in the. history. of the. world. 
I would rule out Switzerland, Norway, 
Sweden, and Holland. Unquestionably 
the positton of all these countries has 
been a difficult one durifg the course of 
the World war; but they are ere, 
and the final word must be said by the 
principals I have just named.

Uncon- 
aciously they catch your ‘spirit and. fol- 
low your example. 

“‘ Therefore, it becomes necessary for 
you to enter heartily into the spirit of 
those rules which are made for the 
guidance and government of the service. 
Let your men see you always the mas- 
ter of yourself; clean, temperate, and 
discreet in your actions and associations, 
avoiding always the’ very appearance of 
evil, by habit, bearing, and language 
winning their confidence and respect. 

" Though we are outside the bounds of 
our own land, its laws and customs have 
not changed. We are still responsible 
to the moral law of our own home and 
our own country.” 

To enlisted mén, Admiral Wilson said: 

**We are guests in the house of an- 
other people. Our home will be judged 
by our conduct in ‘theirs. We still live 
under the rules, laws and spirit of the 
place from’ which we come. 

‘* Every great nation in history has 
stood for some one definite idea; Greece 
for beauty, Rome for law, Israel for re- 
ligion; América,- in the eyes of thé 
world, stands for freedom and the ideal 
of manhood.

Markets Hecetd. Changed War Fortunes 





’ 


- Events of the —— to make lait: 
ing history sped forward rapidly last 
week, finding particular reflection in 
the financial markets of the United 
States and most of the nations of Eu- 
rope. It is possible to record only a 
part of the aiterations which occurred 
in the price levels of securities, the 
position of foreign exchange quota- 
tions, the developments of industry, 
and the credit situation of belligerent 
countries, but all of the changes were 
intimately related to the dashing prog- 
ress of the allied armies and the con- 
sequent rapid weakening of the Ger- 


| man and Austrian military machine. 


The foreign exchange markets, espe- 
clally. those of neutral countrtes, 
showed the sort of impression which 
the allied success was making on 
bankers and business men. of those 
countries. The rapid churning of 
many stocks on the New York market 
presented a close-to-home attempt to 


interpret the war events and the ex-|} 


pected occurrences to come from 
them. The hasty selling of Govern- 
ment bonds and securities of munition 
corporations on the Berlin market dis- 
closed a situation, as reported by 


cabled dispatches, which could have |W, 


none but.a satisfactory appearance to 
the American public, although viewed, 
necessarily, from afar. It would be 
futile and foolish to attempt to esti- 
mate from what occurred on the bat- 
tlefields and in the market place the 
time when the Central Powers will 
be driven to cry quits. It was enough 


at the close of the week te see in many | ¢ 


directions and through many corre- 
lated pieces of evidence proof that the 
world had written thé ‘Réutonic effort 
at world domination down as a lost 
cause, and was already trying to de- 
termine what lay beyond the end of 
the struggle. 


Impressive as the week’s develop- 
ments were as affecting ultimate peace 
in Europe, there was one important 
problem vitally conr ted with Amer- 
ica’s part in the war which was not 
solved. This was the great task of 
distributing the Fourth Liberty Loan 
and supplying adequate funds to main- 
tain the military forces at their maxi- 
mum efficiency. Reference need only 
to be made to the strong appeal which 
President Wilson laid“hefore the Hublé 
on Friday to subscribe and then sub- 
scribe some more te realize; the, tre- 
mendous effort which must ‘be put 
forth this week to bring to the Treas- 
ury the full $6,000,000,000. Bankers 
have put all the stress which they 
could bring to bear on the statement 
that the credit facilities at the disposal 
of the people is much more than ample 
to put through the loan with a heavy 
margin of oversubscriptions, yet re- 
course to the offered credit continues 
laggard. It is possible that a feeling 
has gained too much ground among a 
part of the public that, whatever may 
be the extent of the popular partici- 
pation in the loan, the banks will take 
up the balance. This is a complacent 
and harmful attitude which contains 
the elements of serious difficulty for 
the Government and the banks. The 
loan comes at a time when the banks 
of the larger centres must supply 
credits on a great scale for crop-mov- 
ing purposes. The expansion of indus- 
try for war purposes is calling for an 
inereased outlay of funds which the 
banks, in large part, must provide. 
The load for them is heavy enough 
without having. the responsibility 
thrust upon them of. supporting on 
their own account any undue portion 
of the burden which belongs to the 
public. In order to stimulate bond- 
buying on credit the banks agreed 
some days ago to carry at the coupon 
interest rate any subscriptions filed 
with them when a moderate initial 
payment is made, the loan to run for 
ninety days, with the provision that 
renewals may be made at interest 4% of 
1 per cent. above the discount rate 
at the Federal Reserve Bank. In order 
to lend even greatér emphasis to the 
necessity’ for using credit where sub- 


_gcribers’ funds in hand are not largé 


enough to enable them to fill their full 
patriotic part, it is believed that many 
banks will unite in a plan to carry 
bonds for buyers at the coupon rate 
for an entire year, divided into ninety- { 
day periods. From the banking and 
economic point of view this is an ex- 
treme measure for insuring the wide 
distribution of the loan, and strong 
efforts will be made to bring !t to the 
attention of those who have not yet 
subscribed all they should. 

The fron and steel trade is turning 
out the sinews of war at a rate seldom 
before reached in this country. In 
fact, the production of pig iron, the 
basis for steel, is setting new high 
records as shown by the figures of 
output for September. The prodtction 
of 8,418,270 tons in that month, at the 
rate of more than 41,000,000 tons per 
year, is not only something to respect 
for its volume, but worthy of study as 
a criterion of what American industry 
can do under the impelling forces of 
patriotism and an epochal demand. 
Working short-handed and with a 
quality of labor in some respects not 
of the highest, the iron and steel 
plants have proved that they cah meet 
a critical. situation with hands and 
brains co-operating to the fullest, to 
~ end that the munition plants, the 

ipyards, andthe railroads shall not 
jack for materials. The output of in- 
gots in September was the largest for 
any month since May and the third

Economical Alliances Discussed. 


Next the report takes up the question 
of economic alliances, and says: 

“The emphasis laid on the economic 
phases of the war has led to the pro- 
posal that the present political alliances 
should be supplemented by agreeménts 


calculated to mobilize the esondmic 
stren ‘of the opposing sides for the 
benefit of the lied countries and 
against their war enemies. This pro- 
posal found expression in the Economic 
Conference of the Allied Governments, 
which met in Paris on June 14-17, 1916, 
and in the strong agitation for an too- 
nomic alliance of the Central. Powers, 
particularly between Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary. 

“An economic union between Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary is ded 
as almost a fo me conclusion by 
economists and publicists in both coun- 
tries. In these countries, however, con- 
siderable opposition to such an economic 
union has béen evincéd on the part: of 
certain Commercial interests, particular- 
ly those connected with the Baltic ports 
and Hamburg, as well as by Agrarians 
in Bavaria. Opposition to the union 
has also been announced by certain in- 
terests in Austria-Hungary.’’ 

Besides the tendency toward a wider 
participation by Governments in eco- 
nomic activities, the réport points out 
that some very ambitious plans for 
after-the-war trade and industry have 
been made by private organizations, 
concurrent With changes in the Gov- 
ernment administrative machinery, to 
promote such plans. This tendency, says 
the report, ‘‘ wiil be found in the move- 
ment toward concentration “in tndustry 
and finance in Germany and ih Great 
Britain, in the establishment of new de- 
partments of commerce in the two coun- 
tries, the Ministry of Reconstruction in 
Great Britain and of a similar depart- 
ment in Germany.”’ :

In concluding his letter of introduc- 
tion, which is addressed to Secrétary of | 
Commerce Redfield, Mr. Cutler says: ! 

‘““The important thing now is, not so| 
much to lay down complete and binding 
policies regarding the future, but to as- | 
semble facts and take basic steps to im- 
prove our educational, research, and 

romotive organizations, and contribute 
© clear thinking as to the questions in- 
volved. 

‘* Sooner or later we must have a defi- 
nite program in which the work done 
and the plans for the future are based | 
on known conditions. Personally, I feel 
that the time is now ripe for séme cen- 
tralized, concerted work to that end. 
And I cannot — too strongly the 
importance of —— the direction of 
this work in a Government office, whose 
functions are decidedly constructive. A 
constant sense of economic responsibility 
is required in the minds of those of- 
ficials who shall seek to lead thé nattons 
successfully out of this world struggle.’’ 

At the very outset the report states 
that in virtually all the belligerent na- 
tions there seems to be a ynanimous 
opinion that the war will bring about 
a eat extension in Government con- 
trol of, or — in, trade and 
industry. is is true, the report con- 
tinues, ‘‘ even in circles where such ex- 
tension .of Government powers is re- 
garded as harmful. 

‘* In those very countries, however, we 
find the implied admission of the in- 
evitability of this Government control or 

articipation, not only for the period of 

onstruction, when it may be neéces- 
sary for the perfection of industry and 
commerce from a too sudden transition 
to a normal existence, but also as ai

Under the héading, “ tixtension of 
Government Participation in Trade and 
Industry,’’ the report states: 

“The subject of government partici- 
pation in economic life has been dis- 
cussed in the public press in Germany 
probably more than in that of any of 
the other belligerent countries. is 
may be ascribed to the greater degree 
of Government control; — War, 
the higher development of paternalism, 
the economic pressure resuiting from the 
blockade, and the fact that economic 
quéstions generally: get. more attention 
from the press in Gefmany than in 
most other countries. 

‘‘'The subject may be divided into two 

hases: (1) -Government control dur- 
ng the transition period, primarily for 
economic reasons; and (2) permanent 
control, primarily for fiscal reasons. In 
so far as the first phase is concerned, 
it. is generally récognized that the ar- 
tificial, self-contained life, 
orced upon —— by war, could 
not be transform into a 
normal competitive without 
bringing about very economic 
and social complications. 

‘This is particularly true of the ques- 
tions of exchange, shipping. and the sup- 
ply of raw materials. en the com- 
mercial interests which have been 
loudest in their complaint against the 
Government policy of eliminating the 
middieman during the war have gen- 
erally conceded the necessity of retain- 
ing, for some time after the conclusion

According to the Imperial German 
ng veg of Economics, so the report 
states, Germany does not intend to wera- 
late all branches of commerce and in- 
dustry, but the problem — from 
the exchange situation an the 
decrease in cargo space will make some 
Government interference necessary, e8- 
pecially in the case of, the supply of tex- 
tile fibres, rubber, fats and oils, leather 
and hides, of which a shortage is - 
ticipated. On the other hand, in the case 
of certain colonial products, like coffee 
and tea, it is expected that there will be 
a considerable surplus and it will re- 
quire state control to prevent their ex- 
cessive importation. 

“It is e intention of the Imperial 
Ministry of Economics,”’ the report con- 
tinues, ‘‘ to create a number of economic 
offices to be linked up with the existing 
war companies, which are to be reorgan- 
ized ona peace basis. These advisory 
bodies are to include representatives of 
ustrieés in- 
volved, such representatives to be nomi- 
nated by the industrial, commercial, and 
labor — Subject to the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of State for Eco- 
nomics. They are to be adapted in form 
of organization to the particular n 
of the industry or trade which they are 
to serve, and, while they are not to en- 
gage in business as a general rule, in 
some cases it may be found necessary to 
attach a business section.” 

In regard to the control of tonnage, 
the report states that it is the intention 
of the German Government to interfere 
as little as possible with the business 
methoda of the shipping firms, but Ger- 
man tohnage will be reserved principally 
for essential imports, the degree of ur- 
eer of demand to be the determining 
‘actor in the allotment of shipping space 
ta various products. 
be exercised thro 
representing the sh 
trusted by law with exercise of cer- 
tain functions in regard to the use of 
ships and the sanction of charters. 


German Government Centrel. 


The Government is to be represented, 
the report continues, “by an expert 
commissioner from the Ministry of 
Economics. The plan also calls for state 
intervention in the matter of freight 
rates. The plan for the organization of 
the textile industry provides for an Im- 
perial Office for Textile Administration, 
under the Ministry of Economics, whi 
is to supervise and co-ordinate the work 
of the separate Imperial economic of- 
fices to be established for each of the 
following divisions of the textile indus- 

ry: Cotton, wool, silk, artificial textile 
fibres and waste, flax (including ramie,) 
hemp (European,) jute, hard fibres (non- 
Buropean hemp and cocoanut fibre,) and 
substitute textile materials (paper and 
cellulose yarns.) 

“The Imperial Office is to consist of a 
chairman, one or more deputy chairmen 
and at least one member from each o 
the ‘subordinate economic offices, all to 
be nominated by the Imperial Chancel- 
lor and is to have, in addition, repre- 
sentatives of the industries involved, in 
such numbers as may be determined by 
the Imperial Chancellor. The functions 
‘of the main body will be to regulate, un- 
der instructions from the Imperial Chan- 
cellor, the purchase, distribution, manu- 
facturing, warehousing, sale, consump- 
tion, and prices of textile raw materials, 
semi-manufactures, and finished prod- 
ucts. Bach subordinate é¢conomic office 
is to consist of. an assembly and an ex- 
ecutive committee.’’ i 

s to the allied plans, report 
states that the movement for economic 
readjustment, with self-sufficiency as 
an ideal, is. far-less pronounced * 
it is in: Great Britain, which is to be 
expected, considering the disparity in 
material resources and economical de- 
velopments. In ance, where the 
restoration of the invaded regions will 
| be. the. most. urgent. problem after the 
conclusion of: peace, there seems to be a 
clear realization that the country will 
not be in a position to engage in any 
comprehensive plans of economic recon- 
struction. Some attention is being 
given to the necessity of further 
opment of water-power resources, 
supplement:-the deficiency in coal and 
it is possible that a more ener tic de- 
velopment of the colonies will be inau- 
gurated after the war. 

As to the development of the subject; 
of economic self-sufficiency among the | 
Central Powers, the reports contain this 
statement: * 

“This subject is one of the most ab- 
sorbing topics in the press and is gen- 
erally advanced as one of the principal 
‘arguments in favor of a Central Buro- 
pean economic alliance. It should be 
pointed out’that in. Germany the eco- 
nomic policy of the Government, par- 
ticularly as regards ~ gy protec- 
tion, has been influenced by considera- 
tions of national safety for a good many 
years, and the experience o the war 
Will probably be regarded, especially by 
the agrarians, as a clear vindication of 
that policy.’’

Vincent De Paul McGean, represénting 
Catholic charities, and Leon H. Rouse 
aa.the representative of labor.

The first thing considered by the com- 
mittee was the advisability of closing 
the public schools. ‘This was taken up 
becausé there is still a strong sentiment 
for it. in’ some. quarters. The; Health 
Department has also been criticised ‘be- 
cause of its alleged failure to, enforce 
the requirement for the daily physical 
examination of pupils. Dr. Copeland 
told: what ‘he has been doimg to combat 
the epidemic, and said a decline in the 
number of new casés in tne next three 
or four days would: make the authori- 
-ties hopeful that the crisis was past. 


Against Closing Schools. 


Superintendent of Schools Ettinger 
said statistics gathered showed that 
there is a small percentage of abserices 
Ya the schools due to influenza; that the 
number of absences in most schools is 
rnermal, and that the epidemic has had 
but little effect so far. 
setices, he said, were due to tear on ‘the 
part of parents. 

While it was true, he said, that the 
teachers seemed to be more affected 
than the children, he did not think the 
schools should be closed. The children, 
he thought, were safer under ~ the 
hygienic school surroundings than they 
would be in their own homes. 

Miss Lillian Wald, representing 7 the 
home nursing activities, said the schools 
should not be closed, and to this Dr..C. 
H. Lavinder of the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service added: 

“It is wise judgment to keep: the 
schools open.’’ 

It was recommended that the’ médical 
examination in the schools be rigidly 
carried out, and Dr. Copeland said ‘this 
was being done. The, decision not tu 
close the schools was said to be unani- 
mows,
